In recent weeks, health service 
reports show, influenza cases have 
remained fairly constant at slight­ 
ly more than 1,000, although there 
was a 700 increase in the past 
three weeks. 
W arning that the Influença Ma­ 
son Is now a t hand. the Public 
Health Service has issued the fol­ 
lowing precautionary rules of guid­ 
ance of the public: 
I. 
Obtain 
ample fresh air; 2. 
F at substan­ 
tial meal»; S. Avoid sudden chill­ 
ing; 4. 
Exercise reasonably. 
Probably the single most Import­ 
ant of these guides to health, the 
service said, ie to st calling for 
fresh air. Proper ventilation should 
he assured in business offices and 
homes, but drafts should be avoid­ 
ed. 
Since the war influenza has tak­ 
en a toll of nearly 800,000 death*, 
according to U. 8. Public Health 
Service estimates. 
Five hundred 
thousands died in the disastrous 
1918 epidemic, and 250,000 succum­ 
bed in th* six smaller epidemics 
between then and last year when 
an additional 50,000 died. 
"From figures reported so far 
this winter we see no sign rf so ­ 
other influence epidemic.” the ser­ 
vice «aid, "but it cannot be safely 
said that one will not occur. 
For 
this reason we urge the public to 
take all reasonable precautions and 
guard against the first appearance 
of influenza which so often devel­ 
ops into pneumonia.” 
Persons suffering from influenza 
are advised by the service to prom­ 
ptly take a "rest cure" ae over­ 
exertion when ill Is liable to have 
serious consequences. Th* public

GROWTH OF

Turning, as we now are, from 
the events of 1929 to the outlook 
for 1980, any banker who has seen 
a good 
many years 
In 
Orange 
county come and

Orange county, w ith Its great 
resources and diversity of Inter­ 
ests, has never had much to wor­ 
ry about. 
When other parts of 
the country have known depres­ 
sion, this section has never gone 
into the depths of disaster. We 
keep riding along on even keel, 
and although there are nationwide 
disturbances at times, this fav­ 
ored section keeps right on saw­ 
ing wood and developing steadily 
toward a bigger and better county. 
Orange county has had a long 
record of crop development. T hir­ 
ty years ago, our products were 
worth but little, if anything. In 
the past year we marketed the 
largest crop of oranges in the his­ 
tory of the valencia orange in­ 
dustry, and received for this crop 
a fair return. 
The crop for the 
coming year will be comparatively 
light, but the prospects are that 
the growers will receive as much 
money for their light crop as was 
received this past year for their 
heavy 
crop. 
The growers

young orchards will likely receive 
extremely good returns the com­ 
ing year, 
for the 
reason 
that 
young groves as a rule are carry­ 
ing good 1930 oranges. 
Through 
the co-operative associations and 
their methods of marketing, our 
major crops have held the grow­ 
ers to a fair average of income.

Our

During the past year, the fin­

market. 
In­ 
flated conditions were responsible

As a whole, 
the people of Orange county felt 
no heavy losses from the stock 
market depression.

speculators, they are not the stock 
buying type, but are inclined to 
invest their money clos* at home. 
This conservatism proved of great 
benefit to them in the stock m ar­ 
ket situation. 
There is a wide 
difference, of course, between the 
one who buys stock as an Invest­ 
ment and the one who buys in 
speculation. 
Th* careful investor 
aho picked his companies on a 
basis of earning power and sta­

ASWNGTON, Jan. I.—for the new Hoover 
administration 1929 was a year of bis things 
begun.
